NPW YORK, Dec. 7.—The following interview 
with Johann Beck, the ‘‘Packing-Box Man,"’ is 
the first authentic statement made by him since 
his arrival as freight on the steamship Palatia. 

Beck lay in a half-sitting position on his cot, 
in the medical ward, on the top floor of St. Mary's 
.Hospital, Hoboken. For the first time he was 
able to talk clearly and coherently, and to give 
hie history. He is still weak and emaciated, but’ 
is fast regaining strevgth. His full story follows:

“I came to America in a box “because I 
felt that there was hope for. me in this 
country and nowhere else. Times are very 
bad in Germany.

I saved myggnoney as well as I could, but I 
never could keep anything.

I weign only 130 when I am in health, and 
I felt sure that I could easily be carried

“I knew from reading that man can best 
sustain life on a vegetable diet when he 
is sedentary. Therefore I determined to 
do without any meat on my vogage to 
America. 1 thought I would live on the 
simplest vegetable diet possible. 

“While I was walking around looking for 
work I thougit of my trip. When I went 
to bed I was Always planning for the voy- 
age. At night | was afraid, but in the 
daytime I felt sure 1 would arrive in Ameri- 
ca without accident.”’ 


Preparing for the Long Voyage. 
“IT went to the office of the Hamburg- 
American line on Tuesday, Nov. 12, and 
learned that there was no express steamét 
that week, but that the steamship Pala- 


tia, Capt. Reessing, would sail for Ameriea 
on the foNowing Saturday. She would take 
14 days or less, they toid me—perhaps only 
12 days. I had very little money, and I 
made up my mind that I could not wait 
for, the next express steamer. A day or two 
more would make little difference to a man 
ready to travel 10 days in a box. 

“For two marks | bought in a second- 
hand lumber yard the packing box in which 
l came here. For 30 pfennigs I bought a 
few strips of thin stuff about two inches 
wide and an eighth of an iach thick to 
make the faist bottom on the box lid—a 
sort of rack in which I could carry collars, 
Stationery, neckties and other things that 
are casily injured and which must not be 
put down in the box with me. For a few 
more pfennigs I ught four latches, or 
thumbscrews, to fasten the lid onto the 
box. I had no eyes: for these latches to 
fasten in, but the storekeeper gave me 
eight nails, which I afterward drove 
against each other in coae like eyes. 

I carried the packing-box home to my 

& on the evening of Wednesday, 

ov. 13, I told my landlady I was going to 

ship all my belongings over to America. My 

rent was paid up to Saturday night, so she 
did not care. 

I began to fit up the box on Thursday 
morning. A carpenter friend of mine lent 
men the tools. cut‘up strips of the thin 
stuff for battens and nailed them on the 
inside of the box lid so that it was al! solid 
like a door. Then I built the false bottom, 
or rack, on the box lid, and put in it all my 
amall belongings. 

“I bought for 25 pfennigs a piece of thick, 
’ coarse cotton cloth, six feet six inches long 
and three feet wide. I got an armful of hay 
in a stable and carried it home. I packed 
it in the bottom of the box for a bed and 
tucked the cotton cloth around it. All this 
work was done slowly, for I-am not much 
ofa prs om weg ah :

Canfield, a reporter, who 
were sentenced recently by Judge Hancey 
to 49 and 30 days, respectively, in the coun- 
ty jail for contempt of court, were dis- 
charged from custody by Judge Dunne to- 
day.

Twelve boys are under suspicion. If it is 
found that any are pupils of the Crow 
School they will be summarily dealth with, 
Prof. Cook says. 

The Woman's Humane Society prompted 
the investigation. W. A. Barada, agent.ot 
the sociéty, reported to Mr. Cook Friday 
that he found a cat lying in the alley, back 
of the Crow School, unable to move. 

The cat's right leg, Mr. Barada averred, 
was broken and his tail was twisted out of 
shape. There were other signs of physical 
damage. 

According to Mr. Barada, the cat was 
tossed about on a shovel by a crowd ot 
small boys who had found it in the school 


yard. 

They boys said that they removed the cat, 
from the yafd because they were ordered to | 
do so by the school janitor, Thomas Hooli- 
han, itnesses aver that after the boys 
got to the sidewalk with their maimed bur- 
den they attempted to push it into a street 
sewer. A passer-by interfered and called the 
attention of the Humane Society to the 
case. The cat was shot. 

Prof. Gook said: “It has been reported 
to me that the cat was ill-treated in the 
presence of Janitor Hoolihan. If such is 
found to be true, the janitor is liable to 
suspension. But I have known Mr. Hooll- 
han for several years and I cannot con- 
ceive that he would be guilty of brutsity 
to any animal. He has cats at the, school, 
which he treats with the greatest consider- 
ation. Personally I knew him. to be very 
kind, and while the boys may have been 
implicated I cannot believe that the janitor 
was a party to the alleged cruelty which 
the Humane Society officers say was in- 
flicted upon the cat. If any of my pupils

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FAULTY RAILWAY SIGNALS. 


Two fatal wrecks have resulted within a week because en 
gineers on moving trains appear to have no exact means of dis- 
covering whether a train is standing on a siding or coming 
“end on.” The headlight is no guide, especially the electric 
headlight. which can be seen several miles away and simply daz- 
zles the eyes. 

As long as railways must have sidings to allow trains to get 
past each other, prudence would suggest that special signals be 
devised to inform the trainmen on the train which is to pass, 
that the train to be passed is actually on the siding. 

Immediately a train enters a siding these special signals, con- 
sisting of white or colored lights by night and appropriate sig- 
nails by day, should be displayed. It is true that the switch has 
its signal color or light. But it is usually down near the ground 
and the headlight of a train nearby may render it practically 
invisible at a distance, while the headlight itself glares without 
| giving any exact warning. 

European and some eastern railways use semaphore signals 
and lamps, set up on high poles-or signal towers, at all sidings. 
These signals and lamps are visible much further than the low 
switch signal which is the only reliance on most western rail- 
ways. 4 

This is a matter of such importance that State Legislatures 
should attend to it without delay. Faulty signals are deadiy, 
and no railway company shoulc depend on them. 


Railroad legislation in Michigan has given a passenger rate 
of 2 cents a mile on the Michigan Central and all other roads of 
the like earning capacity. Is the free pass losing its grip on 
Michigan statesmen? : 
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HASTEN FENDER LEGISLATION. 

What the long delay in fender legislation means for St. Louls 
is shown by the frightful death of the man supposed to be M, 
McTierney of Milwaukee, who was cut to pieces Friday morning, 
under a Taylor avenue car equipped with a worthless fender. 

Since the Post-Dispatch began to urge that a new fender law 
be passed which would enable the Board of Public Improv> 
ments to undo the error of its predecessor in the selection of 
fenders, several persons have been maimed and several others 
have lost their lives through being dragged under worthless 
fenders. ; 

That members of the city law-making body should hinder the 
passage of a new fender law, on factional or political grounds, 
while this slaughter was going on, is incomprehensible to the 
average citizen. It betrayed gross disregard of public interests. 

But as a new spirit seems to have arisen in the Assembly, we 
may hope that the needed law will be put through at the earliest 
possible moment. Every delegate and every councilman should 
determine that he will do all that lies in his power to make the 
streets reasonably safe by compelling the street railway corpora- 
tions to put life-saving fenders on the cars. , 


Ever since our invasion of the Philippines the South American 
republics have been suspicious of the expansion policy of the 
United States, feeling that their turn might come next in our 
absorption of territory. The declaration of President Roosevelt 
in favor of the independence of Cuba ‘has, therefore, reassured 
the American republics.. It has also pleased all Americans who 
think it would be disgraceful if. we were not to fulfill our prom- 


ises.

This delightful autobiography of a man 
who has proved his manhood by the sever- 
est tests, is the simple, ingenuous record of 
a great life. Wholesome, fresh, transpar- 
ently sincere, it is a reflection too clear to 
be questioned of a character which throve 
under difficulties and asserted itself tri- 
umphantly against the conspiracy of cir- 
cumstances. 

In 1870 Jacob Riis, a ‘‘duly enrolled car- 
penter of the guild of Copenhagen,” left 
his native land to get away from Eliza- 
beth, who had refused him, much against 
her own heart.
